The Circus Comes to Town 


Background of the News. The circus season begins in 
the spring and closes late in the fall. During that 
time, circuses present shows in over a hundred towns. 
The circuses may travel by truck or train. 

The Ringling Brothers and Barnum & Bailey Circus 
travels some 20,000 miles by train during a circus 
season. Baggage, sleeping, and dining cars make up 
the 25 or more train cars needed to carry equipment, 
animals, and personnel connected with the circus. 

Understanding To Be Developed. Much equipment 
and many people are needed for a circus performance.

Understanding. Parts of the universe may be studied 
by means of a planetarium.

Discovery Activity. Plan an evening sky watch for your 
class. Point out various stars and constellations. Some 
planets, called evening stars, may be seen. Telescopes 
may not be necessary for many of the observations.
